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History. 

This  Institution  was  founded  A.  D.  1905,  by  the  Principal,  A.  L. 
Young,  assisted  by  the  most  progressive  colored  men  in  the  community: 
their  desire  being  to  furnish  a  first-grade  school  within  the  limits  of  the 
boys  and  girls  who  have  but  a  meagre  showing  for  fitting  themselves  for 
the  practical  duties  of  life. 

The  school  was  organized  in  the  Principal’s  home,  and  began  its 
first  wrork  November  6th,  1905,  in  the  corner  of  an  old  bed  spring  facto¬ 
ry,  and  there  remained,  with  one  teacher,  until  the  way  was  made  clear 
for  the  completion  of  the  present  building. 

After  doing  what  we  could  for  ourselves,  financially,  being  assisted 
by  the  white  friends  in  our  home  community,  Wake  Forrest,  an  appeal 
was  made  to  the  Freedmen’s  Board  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America,  for  aid,  which  came  wdthout  delay,  placing  us 
in  a  position  where  we  are  permanently  established  in  the  intellectual, 
moral  and  physical  development  of  our  youth. 

Location . 

This  school  is  located  at  Wake  Forest,  N.  C.,  on  the  Seaboard  Air 
Tine  Railroad,  seventeen  miles  north  of  Raleigh,  the  State’s  Capital,  in 
a  high,  rolling  district,  which  makes  it  peculiarly  healthful,  being  free 
from  all  local  causes  of  sickness. 

Object. 

The  object  of  the  school  is  to  prepare  colored  boys  and  girls  for  the 
practical  duties  of  life  by  educating  the  heart,  the  head  and  the  hands — 
the  hands  to  do  with  might  what  they  find  to  do,  the  heart  to  obey  God’s 
law,  and  the  head  to  think  upon  those  methods  of  integrity  upon  which 
the  school  is  founded. 

We  aim  at  thorough  and  practical  work.  “  Not  how  much,  but  how 
well,”  is  our  motto. 

The  chief  object  of  the  school  is  to  instill  in  the  minds  of  the  stu. 
dents  a  desire  for  knowledge  and  a  pleasure  in  work. 

We  urge  self  reliance  and  industry  in  all  students. 
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Methods  of  Teacliing. 

• 

The  best  method  of  instruction  is  employed  in  every  branch  of  study. 

Upon  entering  school,  each  student  is  required  to  be  examined  in 
some  or  all  of  the  various  branches  named  which  will  determine  the 
department  he  or  she  is  capable  of  entering.  Experience  has  proved  the 
wisdom  of  placing  students  not  where  they  think  best — but  where  upon 
examination  they  are  found  fitted  to  stand,  with  a  view  to  quick  promo¬ 
tion  of  students  of  a  progressive  disposition. 

Thoroughness  is  emphasized  in  the  study  of  all  branches,  much  stress 
being  laid  upon  a  thorough,  practical,  English  training,  rather  than  the 
acquirement  of  Latin  and  Greek  when  many  boys  and  girls  cannot  write 
a  respectable  letter  in  English.  Our  curriculum  prescribes  the  study  of 
Latin  to  enable  those  desiring  to  do  so,  to  enter  the  Freshman  class  in 
colleges. 


Religious  Exercises. 

Devotional  exercises  begin  the  work  of  the  day,  at  which  each  stu¬ 
dent  is  required  to  be  present. 

We  have  a  well  organized  Sunday-School,  which  must  be  attended 

by  the  students,  as  well  as  the  regular  church  services. 
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llicipliue. 

Obedience  is  one  of  the  first  lessons  taught.  Order  is  of  great  impor¬ 
tance  in  school  work.  No  one  can  be  a  good  citizen  who  has  not  learned 
to  obey. 

The  rules  of  the  school  are  such  as  experience  has  taught  to  be  nec¬ 
essary,  and  cheerful  obedience  is  expected  of  all  students.  No  one  is 
allowed  to  carry  fire-arms  on  the  grounds.  The  use  of  tobacco  in  any 
form,  and  profanity  are  forbidden. 

No  student  will  be  allowed  to  leave  the  grounds  without  permission 
from  his  or  her  teacher.  Any  violation  of  the  rules  of  right  will  lead  to 
the  suspension  of  the  offender. 


Control  and  Support. 

This  school  is  under  the  care  and  control  of  the  Freedman’s  Board 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  through 
which  channel  comes  all  contributions,  or  which  will  be  informed  of  all 
donations  that  come  direct  to  us  from  students  and  friends.

Application  blanks  will  be  sent  applicants  which  they  must  fill  out 
and  return  to  us  before  application  is  considered. 

Our  school  offers  social,  literary  and  industrial  advantages,  and  aims  . 
to  make  it  pi  ssible  for  ever)  young  man  or  woman  of  energy  and  perse¬ 
verance  to  secure  a  good  education. 

The  charges  to  students  are  practically  nominal,  and  in  no  respect 
meet  the  actual  cost  of  the  advantages  given.  Contributions  from  the 
church  and  friends  pay  all  the  salaries  and  equipments. 

Those  rooming  in  the  dormitories  will  be  under  the  care  and  control 
of  the  teachers,  and  will  be  expected  to  be  quiet  and  orderly  when  in 
their  rooms. 


Doarding  Depart  men  I. 

This  department  is  conducted  as  a  Christian  home.  Parental  in  char¬ 
acter,  it  aims  to  develope  Christian  manhood  and  womanhood.  Students 
will  be  required  to  do  some  portion  of  domestic  work  assigned  them  each 
day.

Sewing. 

Girls  are  taught  to  do  plain  cutting  and  fitting.  No  girl  will  be  al¬ 
lowed  to  graduate,  however  well  she  has  mastered  her  literary  studies, 
until  she  shall  have  learned  at  least  how  to  cut,  fit  and  make  a  common 
dress. 

The  purpose  in  this  department  is  to  teach  all  the  girls  how  to  cut, 
fit  and  make  their  own  garments. 

Domestic  Economy. 

For  practical  instruction  in  this  important  branch,  the  industrial 
dining  room  and  kitchen  have  been  provided. 

Here  the  meals  for  the  boarding  students  will  be  prepared  by,  and 
served  each  day,  b^  a  class  of  girls,  who  will  be  assigned  to  that  work, 
under  the  directions  of  an  experienced  teacher. 


Instruction  is  not  only  given  in  the  proper  methods  in  preparing  food 
for  the  table,  but  they  will  be  taught  how  to  expend  money  wisely  and 
economically  in  the  purchase  of  provisions  in  the  household. 

All  students  will  be  graded  in  this  department  just  as  in  the  Literary 
Department. 

Industrial  Work  for  Boys. 

As  yet  only  temporary  arrangements  have  been  made  for  boys  such 
as  practical  lessons  in  the  art  and  science  of  agriculture,  etc.,  though 
efforts  are  being  made  to  purchase  a  farm  in  connection  with  the  school 
so  as  to  furnish  young  men  who  are  willing  to  work  an  opportunity  of 
aiding  themselves. 

Any  young  man  wishing  an  education  and  willing  to  work  may  enter 
our  school  with  very  moderate  means. 

School  of  nrhisic. 

Our  Music  Department  we  have  brought  up  to  an  advanced  standard 
of  excellence,  employing  none  but  teachers  of  competence  to  fill  this 
position. 

Daily  practice  of  finger  exercises  is  required,  which  is  intended  to 
give  easy  control  of  the  muscles  of  the  fingers. 

Easy  pieces  from  the  best  composers  will  be  given  as  the  pupils  ad¬ 
vance. 

Special  care  is  given  to  the  correct  position  and  the  use  of  the  hands. 

The  charges  for  music  are  extra  and  must  be  paid  in  advance,  (see 
expenses.)
